mitted mceny out-rages , taking away 
Horſes fram poore men, and made prize 
of any thing they could light of , which 
cauſed a generall diſturbance through- 
out the whole Countrey. 

His Army being encamped before 
Mancheſler, and his Cavaleers giving out 
many threatnings what they would dog 
if that wee would not inſtantly reigne 
up the Magazine, and the Towne, with 
feyerall other unreaſonable Demands. 
'The Deputy Liewtenant gaue command, 
_ that the Towne ſhould put themſelves 
in a poſture of defence, which was im- 
mediately done. | 
- All this day there was nothing done,
